WASHINGTON— (United Press) 


—Proponents and opponent* ot pro- 
hibition are waging an acrimonious 
war of printing presses and statis- 
tics. The battle will not reach the 
high pitch unltl the national elec 
tions of 19 2 4. 


At this writing, the clrys show 


marked superiority In equipment, 
strategy and leadership. They havo 
some 50 years o£ actual campaign- 
ing experience to draw upon. 


Headquarters lor the drys is at 


Wfcsterville, Ohio, a town of lean 
than 5,000 inhabitants. Headquar- 
ters for the wets is in the national 
capitol. 


"While there are a number of wet 


and dry organizations scattered thru- 
out the country, the direction of bat- 
tle Is centered In the Anti-Saloon 
League ot America and the Associa- 
tion against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment. 
The present campaign ol tho wets 


Is designed to gain control or con- 
gress, Tho Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment announces 
It wants the Volstead act amended 
to permic the manufacture ot light 
wlnea and beer. First in its plat- 
form is:
